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Fourth and final trial date set for Ziglar

A fourth, and final trial date ac- 
cording to the District Atlomey, has 
been set in the case of State vs Owen 
Ziglar. 

Ziglar was originally charged 
with murder in the 1990 shotgun 
slaying of Edward Lamar Kelley. He 
was convicted on the lesser charge 
of manslaughter in a 1991 trial. 

Ziglar cannot be tried or convict- 
ed of any charge greater than that of 
manslaughter. Should he be convict- 
ed, he could be sentenced up to 20 
years in prison. 

In a pre-trial status conference 
held Wednesday morning, July 30, 
Circuit Judge William Barr an- 
nounced that the case will be tried 
on August 25. 

A call of the docket will be held 
on Friday, August 22, to act on any 
motions pertaining to the case before 
the court at that time. 

During the status conference, 
Judge Barr asked both the defense 


and the prosecution if they were 
ready to try the case. 

District Attorney Mark Fuller 
stated, “Judge, I have committed to 
the Kelley Family to try this case 
hh time and I’m ready to go to 
trial.” 

Fuller indicated that regardless of 
the outcome, this would be the final 
time that this case will be brought to 
trial by the state. 

Judge Barr asked the altomeys 
representing Ziglar, Richard Whit- 
taker and Stafford Pittman, both of 
Enterprise, if they had any motions 
to file with the court prior to the 
case. They indicated to the judge 
that they did. 

Judge Barr’s response was that he 
would only consider “new motions 
in this case and not any previously 
acted on by the court.” 

The judge set Monday, August 
11, as the deadline for all motions to 
be before the court (in the judge’s 
hands) in this matter. No motions of- 
fered after this date will be consid- 


ered by the court. 

In 1993, the 1991 conviction was 
overturned by the Alabama Court of 
Criminal Appeals and a new trial 
was ordered. The appeals court ruled 
that Ziglar’s estranged wife was 
forced to testify against him. 

The case was retried (second 
trial) in December of 1994 and the 
jury was unable to reach a verdict, 
thus causing a mistrial to be de- 
clared. 

During the course of the trial 
(third trial) the prosecution attempt- 
ed to show that Ziglar shot Kelley 
through the door of his mobile 
home, then drove to the home of 
Douglas Taylor in Opp where he al- 
legedly planned to shoot him also. 

Ziglar was later arrested at his 
home near Elba where a shotgun, be- 
lieved to be the weapon that fired the 
fatal shot, was taken from the trunk 
of his car. 

A firearms expert testified that an 
empty shotgun shell found at the 
scene of the shooting had been load-

On Friday afternoon, May 10, 
1996, Owen Ziglar’s third trial end- 
ed in a hung jury with a mistrial be- 
ing declared by Circuit Judge Wil- 
liam “Bill” Barr late in the 
afternoon. 

Since the 1996 trial, the Ziglar 
case has been placed on the criminal 
court docket two other times - Octo- 
ber ‘96 and April ‘97; however, each 
time, the case was continued because 
it was on appeal to the 11th Circuit 
of the U. S. Court of Appeals. 

Ziglar’s attorneys had filed the 
appeal before the federal court on 
the basis that their client was being 
exposed to double jeopardy. The ap- 
peal has been denied clearing the 
way for the fourth trial.

In a matter of unfinished busi- 
ness, the council passed Ordinance 
No. 97-002 dealing with the disposi- 
tion of wrecked, dismantled and 
non-operating vehicles.

Historic Balanced Budget and Tax Cuts Pass Congress 


Late last week, both the U.S. 
House and Senate gave final approval 
to a historic plan which balances the 
federal budget in five years while 
granting tax cuts for most Ameri- 
cans. This is a major breakthrough 
and a solid beginning for Congress's 
effort to reform the federal tax code 
and limit the growth of government. 

In 1994, the federal budget 
deficit was $203 billion. Today the 
federal government's budget deficit 
has shrunk to nearly $50 billion — a 
three-quarters reduction in three 
years. And with the new budget 
approved last week, the federal bud- 
get will not only be balanced in five 
years, but Americans will finally be- 
gin to receive the dividends of real 
tax relief. 

The tax cut provisions in the 
new budget are substantial and will 
affect most all Americans. The new 
budget agreement provides for $94 
billion in net tax relief over five years, 
including cuts for more than 40 mil- 
lion middle-income taxpaying fami- 
lies 

Here’s a closer look. 
America’s working families earning 
roughly between $18,000 and 
$110,000 a year will directly benefit 
through the child tax credit. For 
children under the age of 17, the tax 
credit begins at $400 a child in 1998 
and increases to $500 a child in 1999 
and the following years. 

For education, the new bud- 
get offers $31 billion in a modified 
HOPE scholarship; extends em- 
ployer-provided educational assis- 
tance; provides tax relief for state- 
sponsored prepaid tuition programs; 


Another breakthrough is the 
capital gains tax cuts approved in the 
new budget agreement. These cuts 
will benefit those three-quarters of 
American families who own assets 
such as stocks, bonds, homes, real 
estate and businesses — encourag- 
ing, rather than punishing — savings 
and investment. 

The new budget lowers the 
top capital gains tax rate for individu- 
als from 28 percent to 20 percent, 
effective for assets sold after May 7, 
1997. For those in the 15 percent tax 
bracket, the rate is lowered to 10 
percent, 

The Congressional Budget Of- 
fice (CBO) says that nearly two-thirds 
of the tax returns that report capital 
gains are filed by people whose in- 
comes are under $50,000a year. And 
the House Ways and Means Commit- 
tee says that two million seniors alone 
stand to benefit from the capital gains 
tax cuts. 

Finally, the American family 
farm and other family businesses will 
stand a much greater chance of re- 
maining in the family thanks to a 
reduction in ‘death tax’ rates. The 
new budget agreement immediately 
increases the death tax exemption to 
$1.3 million for family farms and 
other small businesses. For others, 
there will be a phased-in increase in 
the death tax exemption to a level of 
$1 million. 

Now that this historic balanced 
budget plan has finally cleared Con- 
gress, it only awaits the President’s 
signature before it becomes law. 

But this budget agreement is 
only the beginning of future efforts to

Today they stand as a testament to a bygone era that linked faith and 
cfaftsmanship, Now the droves that step off tour buses to sneak snapshots 
and gawk at their splendor far outnumber those who come to find solace, to 
séek wisdom, to worship, I cannot be too cynical at this point, for my own 
feet have tread through these hallowed sanctuaries more times out of curios- 
ity than out of reverence, I have stood and looked at these wonders of stone 
and glass and wood and wondered myself about the expenditure of energy 
and resource on such an opulent house of worship. To what point? Are they 
monuments to God or man? I'm still not sure of the answer to my muse, but 
I must confess a particular experience that gave me new insight to the mys- 
tery of the great cathedrals. 


It was an early Sunday morning in London, My wife and I had made the 
journey of several blocks from our hotel to Westminster Abbey where we 
would participate in the morning worship services, The first service would 
be the Service of the Word, the “preaching” service for me and you, The 
service to follow would be the morning Eucharist or communion, We ar- 
rived early and had a prime seat between the choir and the altar, We now 
were seated as worshippers in this huge historical structure that we had vis- 
ited as tourists on the day before.

Elba enrollment keeps falling 


The Alabama High School Ath- 
letic Association recently released 
the student enrollment figures for its 
member schools, and the newest 
population charts revealed that many 
of the schools in the area continued 
to change from year to year. 

Elba High School, which was 
once a 4A school, and in recent 
‘years had been one of the largest 3A 
schools, continued its constant de- 
cline in enrollment and according to 
the latest reports was down to 209.8 
students in grades 10-12. This figure 
placed Elba near the bottom of the 
3A ranks, and behind such schools 
as Goshen (210.9), Slocomb (212.7), 
Clayton (214.2) and Luverne 
(244.1). 

Luverne, a 2A school in 1996-97 


and 1997-98, made a huge jump in 
the report, and will move high into 
the 3A ranks in 1998-99, while Slo- 
comb and Clayton will also move 
ue the 3A ranks after years in Class 

Zion Chapel, with 124.5 students, 
will be the only member of the Cof- 
fee County School System to be a 
1A school when the next change 
takes place in 1998, as Kinston 
(129.8) will make the jump to 2A, 
and New Brockton (167.0) will re- 
main a 2A school. 

The student population is based 
on the students in grades 10-12, with 
ninth grade holdbacks, and is used 
every two years to determine what 
classification a school will compete 
in athletically.

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Wiregrass Bull Grazing Test has 
a new home 


The Wiregrass BCIA Bull Graz- 
ing Test has a new home! The new 
test site is at the farm of Mr. and 
Mrs. Phil Farris near Elba. Not only 
does the test has a new home, but it 
also has other innovations and reno- 
vations with help from the Coffee 
County Cattlemen's Association. 

The goal of the Coffee County 
Cattlemen's Association is to make 
the bull test the best in the land. It 
will be a cooperative county effort. 
The test and sale will be held at the 
farm. 

If you would like to nominate a 
bull for this test, it needs to be done 
by August 1, 1997. Bulls will be de- 
livered to the farm in early Novem- 
ber. This year we plan to graze 
around 100 bulls, and we hope to in- 
crease the size of the test up to 180 
or even 200 bulls. 

The new Wiregrass Test has sev- 
eral advantages over the old test. 


The cost of gain will be cheaper at 
the new test—down a nickel from 60 
cents to 55 cents per pound of gain 
on test. 

The new post test to sale period 
will also be much less expensive. 
Again, the summer rate will be 55 
cents per pound of gain, a vast im- 
provement from the old system. 

Another incentive for producers 
to try the new test will be in sponsor- 
ship. The Coffee County group has 
tentatively agreed to secure sponsors 
for the test. Sponsors will defray the 
cost of the test by $100 for produc- 
ers with the top-gaining bull to sell 
in each group. This will be provided 
the breed has more than one consign- 
ment. 

In turn, the sponsors will be rec- 
ognized for their contributions in the 
bull test sale catalog and at the sale. 
Money will also be awarded to pro- 
ducers with the best group of bulls 


or a pen of four.

ALL ABOUT INSECTS, INSEC- 
TICIDES, PESTS AND PESTI- 
CIDES 

Just as a visit to your garden may 
reveal a bewildering array of pests, a 
visit to the local garden center re- 
veals a bewildering array of pesti- 
cides. " Pesticide" is an all inclusive 
term that describes anything from a 
rat poison to a miticide—any con- 
coction that kills pests. 

Here's a look at some of the dif- 
ferent categories of pesticides, as 
well as the type of formulations in 
which they're commercially availa- 
ble.

worms and turtles are all considered 
insects. Insects are not rare. They are 
bound to show up in your garden at 
one time or another, no matter where 
you live or what you do to stop 
them. 

The successful gardener is always 
on the lookout for pests, checking 
plants frequently and closely. Be 
sure to look on the undersides of 
leaves and around buds. If only a 
few pests are present, remove them 
by hand or with a stream of water. 
But when your plants are being at- 
tacked by a whole army of the little 
rascals, more stringent measures are 
called for, including pesticide appli- 
cation. 


THE "CIDES" 

Insecticides control pests that 
have six legs in their mature form: 
ants, aphids, beetles, mealybugs, but- 
terflies (in their caterpillar stage), 
etc. Some insecticides are very tough 
on specific insects and very weak 
against others. Some are deadly on a 
very wide range of pests. 

Always check the product's label 
to be certain that the insecticide is 
effective against the pest you are af- 
ter. (You should always read the la- 
bel of any chemical product before 
you use it!) 

Miticides control a large group 
of small, very destructive pests - spi- 
der mites and other eight-legged 
pests related to spiders. These are 
usually recognized not on sight 
(they're too small to see without a 
microscope) but by damage they 
cause or the fine webs they spin on 
the undersides of leaves. Curled, 
speckled foliage on branch tips often 
is an indicator that mites are 
present.

Nematicides or (nematocides), 
like miticides, go after very small 
pests, nematodes—a form of soil 
worm that attacks roots with a ven- 
geance. Though microscopical in 
size, they cause extensive damage. 
Molluscicides control snails and 
slugs. Rodenticides poison small ani- 
mal pests: voles, moles, mice, and 
even rabbits that occasionally dam- 
age vegetable and flower gardens. 

Fungicides control fungus diseas- 
es such as powdery mildew, tomato 
blight, and rose black spot. Bacteri- 
cides control the bacterial diseases 
that cause spotting and leaf wilt on 
soft tissued plants. 

Herbicides are for use on inva- 
sive weeds. Many herbicides, how- 
ever, also prove harmful to the 
plants you wish to encourage, so use 
them with care. 


HOW TO BUY THEM 

Dusts are pesticides that do their 
work while in the dry state (although 
they adhere best to slightly moist 
plant parts). Since no mixing is re- 
quired, dusts are easy to apply. They 
are not to be confused with wettable 
powders, which come dry but must 
be mixed with water before use. 
Spray pestcides are mixed from wet- 
table powders or emulsifiable con- 
centrates. 

Frequently shake the canister of 
spray unit containing a solution 
made from wettable powder to keep 
the pesticide in solution. 

Granules of various pesticide for- 
mulations are available for spreading 
on lawns and patches of gardens. 
They work as systemic pesticides, 
being absorbed by plant roots and in- 
effect making the plant "poison" to 
pests that take a taste of the plant. 

Baits are a primitive form of pest 
control. An example is a pan of beer 
used to attract and entrap slugs (they 
climb up the pan, fall in, and 
drown!). Baits are also used to cut 
down on the population of moles, 
crickets, ants, and rodents. Do not 
use poisonous bait in areas that your 
pets tend to frequent. 


Craft safety 
For children 


Parents and others often enjoy 
giving children gifts that stimulate 
creativity. It may be something as 
simple as a sketch pad and crayons 
or something more involved such as 
a model car kit. 

But gift-givers should check the 
labels of craft supplies. The label 
should indicate if a product is non- 
toxic. The label also should say if a 
product conforms to the federal 
chronic hazard labeling standard, 
ASTM D-4236. Both references in- 
dicate a product is safe for children. 

When choosing a craft-type gift, 
it’s important to select products de- 
signed for your child's age, Children 


products, 

Another important reason lO 
match the craft-gift to age, is be- 
cause younger children may not 
have the dexterity or patience to suc- 
cessfully complete a project de- 
signed for older children, 

Parents and children should al- 
ways follow the directions found on 
the craft product's label, ‘3 

Provide adequate supervision 
when the child is working with craft 
materials, A 6-year-old coloring in a

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COUNCIL DISCUSSES SEWERS AND LEVEE REPAIR PROJECT 


EPD’s clothing allowance continues

The Elba City Council voted 
Monday night to continue the $27.50 
per month clothing allowance for 


each police officer. 
Mayor James Grimes had asked 


the council for guidance as he begins 
working on a proposed budget for 


the coming year. 

Grimes said the clothing allow- 
ance, which costs the city about 
$7,000 a year, was started back 
around 1982 when Elba’s police of- 
ficers were among the lowest paid in 
this area. He noted that Elba now 
pays police officers as well, or bet- 
ter, than most surrounding towns. 

Council member John Sharpless 
noted he was on the council when 
this was approved and it was be- 
cause of the low pay situation. 
Sharpless said Elba now pays, “good 
as.the best, better than most.” 

Council member Harold Bannin 
voiced approval of continuing the al- 
lowance. he said police officers 
don’t make enough for putting their 
live on the line every day. 

‘:*Grimes read some comparative 
‘pay. scales from surrounding towns 
at the request of the council. Grimes 
agreed it would be nice to keep the 
llowance but “the budget is going 
to be tight.” 
-::Banning made a motion to leave 
the allowance in the budget. Sharp- 
less tried to amend it, “If we do it for 
the police, do it for all city employ- 


ees.” His amendment died for lack 
of a second. 

The motion to leave the allow- 
ance in the 1997-98 budget was ap- 
proved on a 4-2 vote. Sharpless and 
Mayor Grimes voted against the mo- 
tion. 

Police Chief R. W. Whitworth re- 
ported that in the month of July, 
Elba police officers drove 19,984 
miles of patrol within the City of 
Elba. They made 76 arrests, worked 
12 traffic accidents and issued 89 
warnings. 

The chief also reported that some- 
one had recently been soliciting 
money on behalf of the police de- 
partment, but this is unauthorized. 
He thinks the practice has been 
stopped ... for now. 

Whitworth — explained they 
wouldn’t have known about if but a 
businessman mailed a check directly 
to the city in response to this solici- 
tation. It was only after calling to ask 
what the check was for that city offi- 
cials became aware of what was hap- 
pening. 

Police Officer Dean Blair report- 
ed on the recent Chins-Up Camp 
held in Coffee County. He said the 
annual event was considered a suc- 
cess. 

The council accepted Grimes’ 
recommendation and reappointed 
Eddie Kelley and Myrna Cowen to 
the Industrial Development Board. 
The mayor said each had agreed to 
serve another term on the board.

The City of Elba is considering 
an ordinance designating smoking 
and non-smoking areas in city 
owned buildings, offices, facilities, 
‘work areas, vehicles, equipment and 


‘, machinery.The objective of the ordi- 
‘ nance is to provide a smoke-free en- 
- vironment for employees and those 


conducting business with the munici- 
pality. 
. The ordinance, prepared by City 


- Attorney Jeff Kelley, was presented 
- to the council for consideration on 


Monday night, August 11. It is 
scheduled for an official vote at the 
next meeting of the governing body. 
’- If approved, smokers will only be 


allowed to light up in areas designat- 
ed as “smoking areas.” City build- 
ings and facilities will be classified 
as non-smoking, and so marked, un- 
less established as designated smok- 
ing areas. 

According to the wording of the 
ordinance, the action has two pur- 
poses. (1) to protect the public health 
and welfare and (2) balance the con- 
cerns of smokers with the needs of 
non-smokers to breathe smoke-free 
air. It also says, “where there is a 
conflict of, the needs of the non- 
smoker shall have priority.” 

Violations are misdemeanors, 
punishable as provided in Alabama 
law. City employees violating the or- 
dinance shall also be subject to disci- 
plinary action.

Both McCormick and Catrett 
have been working as unpaid volun- 
teers at the school. 

The board accepted the resigna- 
tion of Harrison Mims, driver Ed 
teacher and high school basketball 
coach, Mims had accepted an admin- 
istrative position with another school 
system, 

Student handbooks for both 
schools were shown to the board. 
Only a minor change in the recom- 
mended high school handbook re- 
quired a minor change in school 
board policy. 

Board members were told by tie 
superintendent that he expected the 
schools to end the year in a little bet- 
ter financial condition than what had 
been budgeted. 


rental tax ordinance to parallel the 
state law.

Monday’s meeting of the Coffee 
County Commission started’ on a 
positive note with praise coming 
from the Enterprise Library Board. 

Oliver Williams, chairman of the 
Enterprise Library Board, thanked 
the commission for their financial 
support in the past years. Represen- 
tatives from the Elba Public Library 
and Cross Trails Regional Library 
were also on hand to express their 
appreciation. 

Williams gave the commissioners 
a brief overview of the Enterprise Li- 
brary’s activities and available ser- 
vices. 

He noted that in 1996, the Enter- 
prise Library had 74,896 books 
checked out and answered more than 
1,500 reference type questions. The 
library also sponsored a weekly sto- 
ry hour for pre-schoolers which was 
attended by 2,271 children. 

The facility also has a complete 
law library which is available to the 
public during regular hours and to 
local attorneys 24 hours a day. The 
law library is provided by the mem- 
bers of the Coffee County Bar Asso- 
ciations. 

Williams noted that Internet will 
soon be available for use at the En- 
terprise. This service is being funded 
by a grand from the federal govern- 
ment. 

“The libraries in Coffee County 
touch a lot of lives,” said Williams. 
“We appreciate your support and ask 
for your continued support,” 

Barbara Hudson, Executive Di- 
rector of the Elba Chamber of Com- 
merce, appeared before the commis- 
sion and thanked them for “giving” 
the City of Elba the old county jail 
facility. 


ELBA YOUTH DIES IN WRECK...An Elba youth, Levy Cole, III, 17, of Route 5, Elba, lost his life as a result 
of injuries sustained in a one-vehicle wreck early Tuesday morning (August 12). Cole was a passenger in a vehicle 
being driven by his first cousin, Bruce A. Cole, 17, also of Route 5, Elba. The accident occurred between 3:15 a.m. 
and 3:30 a.m. on AL Hwy. 87 N (Neil Grantham Drive) just north of Elba radio station WZTZ. Elba police were 
advised of the accident via a cell phone call from an unidentified motorist. Police, fire and rescue units were dis- 
patched to the scene at 3:32 a.m. Both young men were taken to Elba General Hospital by units from the Elba Res- 
cue Squad and Coffee County EMS. Bruce Cole, after receiving emergency treatment at EGH, was transferred to 
Southeast Alabama Medical Center in Dothan. Levy Cole, III died at Elba General Hospital. His body was re- 
leased to the Alabama Department of Forensic Sciences for autopsy to determine cause of death. The accident is 
being investigated by Alabama State Trooper David McGowan, the 12th Judicial District Attorney's Office, and 
Coffee County Coroner Marvin Mcllwain.

She informed the commissioners 
that plans were being made to make 
the facility into a Coffee County 
Law Enforcement Museum dedicat- 
ed to individuals who have served 
the county in law enforcement. 

In addition to the museum, plans 
also call for the facility to house the 
Chamber’s office and provide meet- 
ing rooms for other civic organiza- 
tions. 

Commissioners were told of plans 
to hold a Foggy Bottom Festival to 
raise funds to be used in the renova- 
tion of the old jail. The event is 
scheduled for September 6 with ac- 
tivities being held in Miller Memori- 
al Stadium in downtown Elba. 

Hudson asked for the commis- 
sion’s support and emphasized that 
“this facility is for all the people of 
Coffee County - not just Elba!” 

County Engineer Randy Tindell 
read a policy statement concerning 
the re-acceptance of roads back into 
the county maintenance system.

division roadway standards except 
the actual placement of pavement 
materials, and the county engineer 
certifies to the commission that the

road meets those standards - except 
pavement; then upon a vote of ac- 
ceptance by the county commission, 
the county may re-accept subject 
road back into its maintenance sys- 
tem. All other roads accepted into 
the county maintenance system must 
be in accordance with a subdivision 
development.” 

The commission approved the po- 
lice with an amendment attached 
providing for re-evaluation of the 
policy after 18 months. 

Tindell presented two requests to 
the commission for their considera- 
tion. 

The first was from the NRCS 
(Natural Resource Conservation Ser- 
vice) for assistance (use of a back- 
hoe) in installing dry hydrants to be 
used by the county’s volunteer fire 
fighters. This was approved unani- 
mously. 

The second request came from 
the county superintendent of educa- 
tion. He asked for the highway de- 
partment’s assistance in clearing an 
area for a ballfield at Zion Chapel 
High School. 

Tindell estimated that this would 
involve one piece of county equip- 


ment for one week. Commissioners 
approved the superintendent's re- 
quest. 

During the general business ses- 
sion from the commissioners, Com- 
missioner Doug Dalrymple made a 
motion that several roads (Co. Rds. 
623, 631, 641, 655, 657, 664, 718, 
721, & 732) be surveyed for future 
paving. His motion died for lack of a 
second. 

Commissioner Kayo Lewis com- 
mented that the landfill committee 
composed of three commissioners 
was creating problems. 

“All commissioners should be in- 
volved in the landfill,” said Lewis.

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Arrest made in murder 
of Enterprise man

One man has been arrested and 
another is being sought in the mur- 
der and robbery of an Enterprise 
store manager. 

Acting on a tip received by the 
Enterprise Police Department, Kas- 
sey Bernard Reedy, 25, of 102 East 
Harrison Street, Enterprise was tak- 
en into custody shortly before 4 a.m, 
last Thursday, 

He has been charged with capital 
murder and is being held in the Cof- 
fee County Jail in New Brockton, In 
an initial hearing held last Friday 
morning before District Judge Steve 
Blair, Reedy was formally charged 
and bond was denied. 

A second individual, Marcus An- 
tonio Jones, 26, of Daleville, AL, is 
being sought in connection with the 
murder-robbery, A warrant has been 
issued on Jones charging him with 
capital murder, 

Both men allegedly took part in 
the robbery/murder of Ronald Ho- 
ward Jerkins, of Kinsey, AL (near 
Dothan). He was shot and killed 
while making a night deposit at Re- 
gions Bank in Enterprise on the 
night of July 28th. 

Jerkins was an assistant manager 
of Grocery Outlet in Enterprise, Ac- 
cording to reports both Reedy and 
Jones were frequent customers of the 
store. Also, Reedy was a former co- 
worker of Jerkins. 

Last Saturday, divers with the 
Houston County Rescue Squad re- 
covered a handgun from the Chatta- 
hoochee River near the Omussee 


Creek Park. 

The gun is believed to be the mur- 
der weapon used in the Jerkins rob- 
bery/murder, It has been sent to the 
forensic lab in Montgomery for test- 
ing, 

The two men, Reedy and Jones, if 
convicted of the capital murder 
charges, could face life in prison 
without parole, or death in the elec- 
tric chair, 

During Reedy’s initial appear- 
ance, he commented to Judge Blair 
that he had nothing to do with the 
killing of Jerkins, 

Reportedly, Reedy told authori- 
ties that Jones was the person who 
shot Jerkins.
